2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record does not teach or suggests in combination a method or apparatus for fast clock 
locking that includes (a) compares logic levels of temporally adjacent pairs of sampling 
points to detect a logic transition and (b) selects as the input phase-locking clock signal 
to the phase detector a clock that corresponds to one of the sampling points in the 
temporally adjacent pair that was detected to have a logic transition, as recited in claim 
1 , lines 12-22; claim 5, lines 15-24; and claim 8, lines 20-35.
